Men are consumers, too, a 
reader (male) writes. A suit is a 
big investment, he points out; 
how about information on ma- 
terials, what to look for, etc.? 

Beware the present fashion 
for charcoal flannel unless you 
are very anxious to leok like 
everyone else. Not that there is 
anything wrong with charcoal 
shades, but flannel is dubious. 
It’s a rich man’s material, or 
suitable for a suit you wear only 
once a week. 


For hard wear, there is noth-| 
ing to beat a worsted—the hard- 
finish materials like sharkskin, 
gabardine serge, twill, worsted 
cheviot, etc. You have to pay 
$8-10 more for a worsted suit 
than for a woolen like flannel, 
of comparable tailoring, but one 
clothing-trade expert estimates 
you get perhaps 25 percent more 
year. You'll also save on press- 
ing bills. 

But there are different grades 
of worsted. Best is the two-ply. 


In worsteds, especially serge, 
avoid shiny-looking materials 
that will soon have that shiny 
seat effect. Good worsteds are 
dull-looking. 

Incidentally, solid-color wor- 
steds like serge are worsted 
cheviot, often cost less for the 
same quality than fancy weaves. 

The man who wears work 
clothes five days a week and a 
suit occasionally might consider 
the value and versatility of a 
year-round weight rayon suit 
with 15 percent nylon, available 
for under $35 nowadays. 


As well as the fabric, the way 
the suit is cut and tailored af- 
fects how well it stands up. 
Some suits sold by moderate- 
priced chains have quite good 
material, but may be mostly 
machine made. Machine stitch- 
ing is durable. But a suit with 
hand tailoring at strategic 
points keeps its shape better, 
especially if it’s one that has 
to be worn regularly. 

Also note how carefully the 
suit has been cut. The trouser} 
creases should follow the ver- 
tical grain of the fabric, across 
the shoulders the horizontal 
grain should be truly horizontal. | 
The sleeves should hang straight! 
with the lengthwise yarns truly 
vertical. The pants should have 
generous seams to avoid strain.

Cotton Rugs

rugs, may be interested in a’ 


study by the United States De- ™eeting in Miami had de-| 


partment of Agriculture. Wear, 
shrinkage and fading were test- 
ed. 

Strips from twelve cotton 
broadlooms, six woven and Six) 
tufted, were installed in a heavy 
foot traffic area. This was in a 
cafeteria and 42.000 customers 
walked over the varicolored 
Strips in 112 days. 

The strips were vacuum- 
cleaned daily. When removed for 
washing twice a month, they) 
were considerably soiled, but all 
rugs washed readily. Shrinkage 
occurred in the first two wash-| 
ings but was slight. Four of the! 
broadlooms — including one of | 
the cheapest—held their orig-| 
inal colors with practically no! 
fading. None of the rugs showed 
noticeable wear. 

The test indicates that as a 
relatively new product cotton 
broadlooms are off to a good 
Start, according to the depart- 
ment experts. However, they 
add, quality variations point to 
a need for more labeling or 
other guide that will help con- 
sumers choose according to par- 
ticular needs. | 
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AFL's Program for 
Economic Health 


The AFL executive council has 
divided its prescriptions for eco- 
nomic health into two catego- 
ries. One is a call for a “sizable” 
increase in wages to enable 
workers to buy enough to keep 
business going uphill. The other 
is a five-point program of sug- 
gested Government action: The 
main planks in this program 
are: 

1—Federal legislation to liber- 
alize state unemployment insur- 
ance systems through the fix- 
ing of higher minimum benefits. 

2—Establishment of a Federal 
minimum wage of $1.25 an hour, 
in place of the 90 cents recom- 
mended by the President, and 
a cut in the statutory work week 
from forty hours to thirty-five. 

3—Increased exemptions and 
lower tax rates for persons in 
the lower income brackets, with 
the loss in governmental reve- 
nue to be made up through a 
closing of “loopholes” for per- 
sons in the upper brackets. 

4—Expansion of public pro- 
grams for the construction of 
schools, hospitals, roads and 
other major projects. 

5—Buidling of at least 2,000,- 
000 units of low and middle- 
income housing each year 
through a program of Federal 
subsidies and low-interest loans. 

“The American people will not 
be satisfied with an economic 
‘recovery’ which makes possible 
substantial increases in corpo- 
rate profits while unemploy- 
ment remains at an abnormally 
high level,” the A. F. L. said. 
“Only by positive action, 
through collective bargaining 
and Government policies, can 
our Government avoid a catas- 
trophe.” 


GOP Building Tradesman 
Dick Gray in Hot Wire 
Swap With GOP Official

nounced Mitchell as one who 
has instigated ‘novel gimmicks” 
to undermine union wage stand- 
ards on billions of dollars in 


Federal construction projects. 


Mitchell, who had not been 
invited to attend the Miami ses- 
sion, although: it has been the 
custom in the past to invite 
Secretaries of Labor to come 
to the meetings of the AFL 
Executive Council, shot a tele- 
gram to the leaders in Miami in 
which he contended that he had 
done more in one year to black- 
list contractors violating Federal 
wage requirements than the 
Democrats had done in 20 years. 

This drew forth a hot reply 
from Gray, who in a telegram 
to Mitchell identified himself as 
the source of the AFL Council’s 
information on violation of Fed- 
eral wage laws, and contended 
that “the Labor Department as 
constituted today is nothing 
more and nothing less than a 
transmittal agency with abso- 
lutely no enforcement authority 
to protect the rights of building

ers.”

Overtime 


Seventy-one employees of the 
|Federal Reformatory for Women 
at Alderson, W. Va., many of 
them members of AFGE Lodge 
1494, stand to collect back pay 
totaling about one million dol- 
lars as a result of a successful 
suit filed in the U. S. Court of 
Claims. 

The Court, in a unanimous 
decision, held that requiring the 
women correction officers to 
sleep every other night in a cot- 
tage housing inmates in addi- 
tion to their regular tour of duty 
constituted overtime work. 
Therefore, the Court ruled, the 
women should be paid overtime 
pay and night differential for 
duty dating back—in the test

Next Monday, February 28, the Legislature reconvenes 
in Sacramento for its real knock down and drag out session. 


State Federation of Labor Secretary-Treasuret C. J. Hag-]’ 


gerty has called an AFL Legislative Conference for Friday, 
March 4, at the end of the first week of the Legislature's 
reconvening. 

It is to be hoped that there will be a good attendance at 
this conference, which will open at 1 p.m. on the date set in 
Musicians Union building, 230 Jones street, San Francisco. 
It will be open to representatives of all AFL councils—central, 
building trades, and craft. 

Basic reference work for the review will be the State Fed- 
eration’s official “Summary of Proposed Legislation,’ which 
is now being prepared. It’s a big job to prepare this summary, 
as there are almost 6000 bills in the hopper. The small legis- 
lative staff under Haggerty’s direction has an enormous task 
of sifting this mass and watching for jokers that may turn 
up in the most innocent seeming measure. 

On the positive side, essentials of the State AFL program 
are tied up in plans to liberalize the unemployment insurance, 
disability insurance, and workmen's compensation laws. On
